OTTAWA, Dec. 31, — Relief 
grants-in-aid to the provinces for 
the final quarter of the fiscal 
year ending March 31 will remain 
unchanged, Hon, Norman Rogers, 
minister of labor, announced last 
night, 

“To avoid future misunderstand- 
ings, however,” the minister de- 
clared, “it will be the policy of the 
Dominion government to make pro- 
gressive reductions in the grants- 
in-aid to the provinces during the 
coming year.” 

As in the past, the revisiona 
would be made after each quarterly 
review of employment conditions 
throughout the Dominion, he said 
with the grants being adjusted 
according to the varying degrees of 
business improvement in the sev- 
eral provinces. 


THIRD QUARTER 


This is the third quarter in suc- 
cession in which the grants have 
continued unchanged. A 75 per cent 
increase was granted for the win- 
ter months. In April this was re- 
duced 15 per cent, with another 10 
per cent reduction on July 1. Since 
then there has been no change, the 
Dominion’s payments to the pro- 
vinces totalling $2,345,653 monthly. 

Mr. Rogers pointed out the Do 
minion government did not inter- 
fere directly with the financial ar- 
rangements made by the provincial 


governments with the municipal- 
ities, 

ONLY TEMPORARY 

“It is important, however, te 


make it clear at this time that the 
grants to the provinces will only be 
continued on their present bas 
for the months of January, Febru 
ary and March,” he emphasized. 

“With the clear indication of an 
expanding business recovery during 
the coming year, there is reason to 
anticipate the federal governmen 
provincial governments and mur 
cipalities will be able to reduce 
relief expenditures.” 

Considering the marked jump in 
the grant a year ago, even witt 
subsequent reductions, the Dom- 
inion had been carrying a substa 
tial share of the direct relief bu: 
den in all provinces, quite ar 
from its large contribution to relief 
works, Mr. Rogers said.

“With the acceleration of busi 
ness recovery, it will be the policy 
of the Dominion government te 


share in the reduction of relief ex 
penditures, while continuing to « 

operate with the provinces in cor
